‘NOT A HERO,’ SAYS BUTCHER 
AFTER SHOOTING OF INTRUDER

The co-owner of a Far 
East Side butcher shop 
said he was not trying to 
be a hero when he shot 
and wounded one of a pair 
alleged would-be 
burglars the jday after 
Thanksgiving. “I just wan- 
ted them to get out of my 
store,” said Kelly Richards, 
part-owner of Great 
Eastern Meats Co., 886 S. 
Hamilton Rd. 

Frederick Johnson, of 
1099 Peters Dr., was listed 
in fair condition at Mt. Car- 
mel E. Hospital late Friday, 
suffering from two gunshot 
wounds. Johnson was shot 


in “the lower right back, 
next to the waist,"" a 
Whitehall 


Police Dept. 
spokesman said. : 

Johnson's alleged ac- 
complice, Jerome Burton, 
23, of 940 Shoemaker St., 
Apt. C, was captured by 
Whitehall Police when he 
attempted to flee. 

A third man, who 
Richards believes was a 


decoy for Johnson and 
Burton, escaped in the 
confusion. 

Richards said the in- 


cident began shortly after 
noon when a young man 
entered the store and 


‘behaved in a suspicious 


manner. 

Richards said the man 
began asking questions, 
asking for change, looking 
in the meat case but not 
buying anything, generally 
making a nusiance of him- 
self--and making Richards 
and his meat manager, 


who were alone in the 
store, very nervous. 
“At that point, | didn't 


even think he might be 
trying to keep us busy,” 
Richards said. ‘| just 
thought he was «acting 
mighty funny, like he was 
up to. something, so | 
decided to get my pro- 
tection--just in case. 
When. Richards went 
back to his office at the 
rear of the store, he found

Ptl. Terry Ellis, the first 
officer t6 reach the scene, 
parked his cruiser in the 
westside drive way of the 
ranch style house and 


walked behind it. He saw a 
figure inside the house and 
ordered him out, but the 
man disappeared. 

As the officer rounded 
the northeast corner of the 
house he spotted one man 
in the driveway to the 
house next door and 
another man coming out 
the window at the south- 
east corner of the Tanner 
residence. 

Ellis commanded them 
to halt and when they con- 
tinued to try to get away, 
he fired a single shot, 
dropping Johnson. 
Moments later, Boyer was 
captured in a nearby field, 
police said.

In response to the anti- 
cipated duction, the 
MHSC voted to coordinate 
the community's effort to 
stop significant decreases 
in Title XX funds. The 
MHSC authorized its staff 
to work with city, county 
and state officials, service 
providers and other in- 
re- 
sponding to the Title XX 
policies of the Ohio 
Department of Public Wel- 
fare. 

Nancy Jeffrey, chairper- 
son of the MHSC said the 
MHSC -was created to 
respond to problems like 
this. “Significant de- 
creases in Title XX funds 
could have a devasting im- 
Pact on the delivery of ser- 
vices to the comunity. In 
addition to the services 
that would longer available 
in the community many 
jobs created through Title 
XX funds would be lost.” 

In presenting the sit- 
uation to the Commission, 
Mastrine said, in the past 
the state has not spent its 
available Title XX funds 
which total nearly $127 
million. Counties were en- 
couraged to actively seek 
and spend the funds. As 
more counties develop the 
capability to spend the 
funds, the problem of dis- 
tributing the funds 
equitably increased, he 
said. 

“In effect, Mastrine said, 
“Franklin County is being 
penalized for taking. an 
aggressive role in seeking 
and using Title XX funds at 
the state’s encouragement. 
The state must recognize 
its responsibility in en- 
couraging the counties to 
seek the funds. : 

Now that. Franklin 
County has developed a 
strong Title XX financed 
program significant de- 
creased in funding would 
have a significant impact 
on people served and 
agencies providing ser- 
vices,”’ he said.

200,000 PRE-SCHOOLERS 
INADEQUATELY IMMUNIZED 


A new study by the Ohio 
Department of Health has 
concluded that over 
200,000 Ohio preschool 
children have not com- 
pleted their basic series of 
childhood immunizations. 

Three-fourths of this 
number could be brought 
into full compliance with 
just one visit to a physician 
or free public health clinic, 
according to the study. 

In Franklin County, ac- 
cording to Health Depart- 
ment gstimates, over 
16,000 * pre-schoolers 
haven't completed their 
basic series. During the 
1976-77 school year, 
Franklin County -had the 
second highest number of 
measles cases in the coun- 
try.

Way 


To Run A School 


They have finally done it. That is 
made everybody mad, . 

The muddled conditions of 
Cleveland schools couldn't be worse 
if ne had been deliberately plan- 
ned. 

The latest fiasco of not paying the 
School Board's employees, is a.good 
example of what can be expected 
when judges become over-jealous of 
their prerogatives. 

The harried» Cleveland Board of 
Education is necessarily confused, 
confounded and perplexed. 
Whatever they do is wrong. 

The Cleveland school 
desegregation case is a good exam- 
ple of people who tnean well, but 
being unwilling to eliminate their 
selfish interest and give preference 
to the needs of the public and, 


especially our children. os 


There must be a better way to 
solve the desegregation issue than 
the tortuous legalistic shenanigans 
Now going on in the courts. 

The lawyers for the NAACP have 
contributed little to a sane, practical. 
approach to a solution of the issues 
involved. Unfortunately Cleveland's 
Black community who these lawyers 
are supposed to be representing, 
have no say in what's going on at all. 
This is supposed to be a class action 
case. 

The local NAACP branch, nor its 
members, nor the Black citizens of 
Cleveland, are consulted or informed 
about what's taking place in the 
court room. Lawyers largely from out 
of Cleveland make all the decisions. 


The people are not concerned over 
Punitive measures, but are concer- 
ned over an acceptable settlement of 
the desegregation issue as soon as 
possible so our schools can get on 
with the job of providing our children 
with the best education. possible. 

We. believe the courts can do a 
whole lot more in bringing order out 
of the present confusion. The 


* Cleveland Board of Education must 


not be made the “whipping boy” for 
the sake of building up big legal fees 
for lawyers. Whatever the court costs 
this suit generates, it must eventually 
be paid by the taxpayers. And, every 
dollar of these legal fees reduces the 
amount of money the schools will 
have to spend for their operation. 
The public is fed up with com- 
plicated approaches to a problem 
that ought to be solved With some. 
simple answers. If our schools are 
segregated, then tell the: School 
Board and its officials to 
desegregate them in the shortest 
possible time with the court 
reviewing the progress being made. 
The Cleveland court case is en- 
tering its third year of confused, legal 
litigation. It is our opinion that those 
engaged in this litigation are capable 
of reaching acceptable conclusions 
in much less time if there is honesty 


and reasonableness on both sides. - 


Our public schools are too impor- 
tant to be ground into immobility and 
incompetence between obdurate 
courts and relentless lawyers whose 
aims and objectives are not 
necessarily what the public want. 


Highly Qualified Concession 


Rhodesian Prime Minister lan 
Smith announced last week that he is 
ready to accept ‘in principle’ one 
man, one vote, the first step in any 
move to bring about majority (black) 
rule. 


While at first glance this seems a 
breakthrough in the long and bitter 
struggle of Rhodesian black militants 
to throw off the yoke of minority 
white rule, Smith has qualified this 
concession by confiding his 
negotiations to only those moderate 
black Rhodesian leaders, while 
bypassing the guerrilla leaders who 
have been the most responsible for 
bringing him to the edge of 
desperation. 


Frankly the Smith move appears to 
bé'a deliberate ploy to Underéut the 
U.S.-British peace plan advanced 
during recent months by Andrew 
Young, U.S. Ambassador to the 
United Nations and Foreign 
Secrétary David Owen of Great 
Britain. ; 

Young has explored the peace 
=H ALMG = aitheaboth_filitant and 
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moderate black Rhodesian leaders, 
and has been working to get some 
unity of action from them. The Smith 
initiative clearly seeks to avoid im- 
plementation of the Young-Owen 
plan which calis for a six-month tran- 
sition period during which Rhodesia 
would revert to its legal status as a 
British colony governed*by a London- 
appointed administrator who would 
organize a constitutional conference 
based on the principal of one-man, 
one-vote. 

At the end of the period of tran- 
sition, at which time the colony 
would become independent, 
authority would pass to the newly- 
elected government. Smith, fearful of 
what is going to happen when power 
is transferred to the black majority, is 


trying to make the bestceal pessitie: 


to protect white interests by seeking 
to deal with the moderate elements 
inside the country whom he believes 
have the majority of the votes. The 
militants, however, have the arms, 
and no solution is going to end the 
struggle unless they are satisfied 
with the arrangement. ° 
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An Encouraging Development

With various public schools. in tur- 
moil over court-ordered desegrega- 
tion and most of Ohio's school 
districts experiencing serious finan- 
cial plight, it is indeed heartening to 
take note of some very positive ac- 
tion in the area of education. 

The establishment of an Ohio Merit 
Scholarship Advisory Committee un- 
der the jurisdiction of the Ohio Board 
of Regents, designed to recommend 
administrative policy and procedure 
for implementation of a new state- 
wide scholarship program, is a case 
in point. 

The program, created by the Ohio- 
Legislature, provides for a total -of- 
1,000 new scholarships in the amount 
of $1,000 each to: be awarded an- 
nually to residents of Ohio enrolled 
in full time undergraduate programs 
in approved Ohio institutions -of 
higher education. At least one 
student in each of Ohio's 938 public- 
non public and joint vocational high 
schools will be awarded a scholar- 
ship annually. 

Tt is further encouraging to know 


, 


that Dr. Robert Greer, assistant 
superintendent of State Dept. of 
Education, and Jack Gibbs, 
Executive director, Ft. Hayes Career 
Center, both distinguished black 
educators, are members of the Merit 
scholarship panel. 

It is especially gratifying to learn 
that a total of 410 black Columbus 
high school graduates are receiving 
scholarship grants and other forms of 
financial aid to attend post-secon- 
dary schools. Without such financial 
assistance, it is safe to say that only 
a small number of these youths 
would have a chance for a college 


“- education. 


We are indeed happy to extend our 
sincere congratulation to these 
young scholars as they begin their 
studiés in institutions of higher learn- 
ing.

Unemployment is one of the nation's 
biggest problems. Its ramifications 
are social, educational, economic 
and political. . 

Therefore, it is but natural then 
that all approaches to solutions are 
confused and complicated ° by 
segmented recommendations. 

The political approaches to 
solutions naturally get more publicity 
and consideration because the finan- 
cing must come from the federal 
government. This is why the Hum- 
phrey-Hawkins (so-called) unem- 
ployment bill in Congress seems to 
have the proverbial nine lives of a 
cat. 

Another one Of these lives is now 
coming up in the form of a so-called 
new version of this bill, said to have 
the approval of President Jimmy 
Carter. Most of the supporters of the 
original bitt are now out in support of 
the new. revised form. > 

Since 1946, the federal government 
has been trying to find a handle to 
the nation’s unemployment problem. 
Various percentages of unem- 
ployment have been set as target 
goals. In the revised Humphrey- 
Hawkins bill, this percentage target 
is now set at 4%. |. : 

The newest approach of President 
Carter to this goal, calls for tying 
creation of jobs to welfare. This 
sugar coating is designed to make 
the legislation more palatable to 
those who complain that our high 
welfare population is composed of 
people who don’t want to work. 

Because the unemployed percen- 
tage of Blacks is so dispropor- 
tionately high, apparently President 
Carter is trying to appease Blacks 
who afe clamoring for jobs and 
whites who are accusing the govern- 
ment of pampering reliefers who they 
claim don't want to work. 

The Congressional Black Caucus, 
the Urban League, the NAACP and 
many other Black organizations are 
in approval of this new Humphrey- 
Hawkins bill and are demanding its 
passage. Although Vernon Jordan 
says: “the Humphrey-Hawkins bill 
does not go far enough, nor does it 
create the jobs we need. But it does 
represent a major new commitment.” 

Organized labor, apparently with 
tongue in cheek, is also for the new 
bill. Labor’s role is a conscience- 
saving one for, traditionally unions 
are largely responsible for the abnor- 
mally high number of unemployed 
Blacks. 

Incorporated in the new version of 
this bill, is: “an unqualified affir- 
mation of the right of all Americans 
to a useful job at a fair wage.” This is 
as controversial as motherhood and 
apple pie.

available, then the federal govern- 
ment becomes the job provider. 
We know from past experience, 
that government made jobs at most, 
are only temporary and, have no im- 
portant training features nor do they 
provide any job security. 

As long as the American govern- 
ment encourages foreign countries 
to accept American investments for 
the production of goods to be sold 
back in American and world markets, 
we are undermining jobs in this 
country.. ' 

Charles E. Belle, a writer on 
business problems, recently pointed 
out that an American made Mustang 
automobile sells for $12,000 in Japan. 
in America it retails for about $3,500. 
He then points out that “similar high 
selling prices are placed on US. 
made automobiles by Japan through 
shipping charges, special equipment, 
heavy taxes, and import duties 
required on cars shipped” into that 
country. These facts account for 
stopping any serious selling into the 
Japanese market by U.S. auto 
makers. On the other hand, the 
American market is freely open to 
Japanese made automobiles. 

Since Negroes are a big part of the 
employes of the American auto 
makers, the intrusion of foreign made 
cars into this country, imperils jobs 
for Blacks as well as other American 
workers. There are hundreds of 
similar comparisons. — 

Since the policy of labor unions 
over the years has been to keep 
Black workers in unskilled-or least 
desired jobs, the elimination through 
new technology of most of these kind 
of jobs, has contributed largely to our 
unemployment problem. Being the 
holders of mostly marginal jobs and, 
the last hired, Black workers have 
had neither the new skills or the job 
seniority. 


This situation is not improving but , 


is getting worse. This is why | don't 


have the optimism of the others ° 


about the expected results from the 
Humphrey-Hawkins bill if it is ever 
enacted into law. 

While Black unemployment has its 
racial side, we are also the victims of 
other social, economic and political 
factors. 

We have been pursuing the end of 
the Humphrey-Hawkins rainbow long 
enough. We know that the 4% goal is 
only a mirage. Congress isn't about 
to provide the money necessary to 
reach this figure. 

What then is needed, is something 
more practical - something that will

The world is watching closely the 
developments since President Anwar 
Sadat of Egypt made his spectacular and 
surprising appearance before the 
Knesset (parliament) of Israel, and in- 
dicated that his nation, (the most influen- 
tial in the Arab bloc), was ready to ac- 
cord nation-status to Israel and to open 
up realistic talks toward permanent 
peace in the troubled Middle East. 

The world press has already conceded 
that Sadat’s initiative required great 
courage in the face of the shrill op- 
position of some of his Arab partners, 
particularly, from the ranks of the 


Palestine Liberation Organization (PLO) 


which exists only for the purpose of 
destroying Israel and claiming the space 
it occupies for a Palestinian State. 

Following up on his initiative, Sadat 
has invited Israel, the nations of the Arab 
bloc, including Syria, and the United 
States and the Soviet Union to send 
representatives to Cairo for the purpose 
of setting up some ground rules for the 
holding of a Geneva conference early 
next year. : 

Probably overlooked in the speeches 
before the Knesset by Sadat and Israel 
Prime Minister Menachem Begin, were 
references by both men that their talks 
with President Jimmy Carter has helped 
influence Sadat’s decision to come to 
Israel and Begin's decision to welcome 
him with open arms. 

Now, it seems, the Carter ad- 
ministration people, are taking their time 
responding to Sadat's invitation to come 
to Cairo, meanwhile feeling out other 
members of the Arab bloc. It is recalled 
that on November 11 President Carter 
granted an intefview to out-of-town news 
editors, and referred to Arab-tsraeli con- 
flict in his opening statement. 

We quote: “We have had one of the 
most difficult and complicated questions,

foreign negotiating effort has ever been 
attempted that is more complicated, more 
thankless, and sometimes. more 
frustrating.

We have evolved now what is called a 
negotiating paper that has been accep- 
ted by some of the parties involved, 
publicly by Israel and by Egypt.

But in the 
negotiations on how the Geneva con- 
ference might take place, obviously many 
of the issues have been raised. The three 
most important ones, of course, are to 
achieve real peace-this is something 
that the Arabs have never been willing to 
acknowledge before, a need for open 
borders, free trade, exchange of tourism, 
student exchange, ultimate diplomatic 
relations—genuine peace to live in har- 
mony. ; 

Another thing that the Arabs have 
always refused to do is negotiate directly 
with Israel. They have now agreed tg do 
that. They have also agreed, as you 
know, to conclude the fuussions, if they 
are successful, with actual signed peace 
treaties. 

The second question is the territorial 
boundaries and defense lines and the 
security of the nations involved who at 
the present time obviously don’t trust 
each other very much. u 

And the third thing is the Palestinian 
question—how it might be resolved, This 
involves both refugees and also thdse 
who live in the West Bank-Gaza Strip. 
And with tedious negotiations, we have 
made some progress on that. Nobody 
knows whether it-will be successful.”

Celeste’s Kennedy Image 


Lt. Gov. Richard F. Celeste in formally announcing his 
candidacy for the Democratic gubernatorial nomination 
in the 1978 primary election, set the tone of his cam- 
paign by subtly downgrading the effectiveness of Gov. 
James A. R * administration and projecting his own 
image as that of President John F. Kennedy. 

The 40 year old Clevelander who held the first of 
several gubernatorial announcement raliles in Colum- 
bus, red to be cocksure that Rhodes will be the 
Republican gubernatorial nominee, saying “| am seéking 
the office of governor because It's time to face the future 
in Ohio.” 

Then reflecting the image of President Kennedy, he 
said “our choice in 1978 is not 4 choice between 
Democrat and Republican, right or left or even young 
and old.” . 

Rhodes being 68 and Celeste 26 year younger, he was 
obviously projecting the image of a vigorous youth with 
a dynamic program geared to the 80's. 

He followed his “Our Choice,” comment with a state- 
ment reminiscent of President Kennedy: “Rather it's a 
choice between the future and the past, between leader- 
ship willing to work with the citizens of Ohio to find our 
future and shape it, and the present governor who views 
the future as a rerun of the last 20 years. 

Celeste, who was asiaunchsupporter of the Kennedy 


- brothers, John, Robert and Edward, once again provided 
- a preview of his campaign, asserting: “I believe leader- 


ship for the future is what the race for governor is about 
and | welcome the challenge.” ‘ 

Thus the first_round of the 1978 gubernatorial cam- 
paign salvo was fired by an ambitious, young intelligen- 
tsia;, who has obviously mapped out a campaign 
which he will endeavor to sell to Ohio voters next year. 

And while both Republicans and Democrats are not 
giving Celeste any chance of toppling Gov: Rhodes, a lot 
of people are virtually certain to be impressed by the 
young, dynamic image he is projecting. It is far too early 
‘for campaign predictions, however, it does appear that 
Celeste is going ‘to be a most formidable candidate, 
whether he faces Rhodes or some other Republican iin 
the 1978 gubernatorial race. 

State Sentor Thomas A. Van Meter, Republican of 
Ashland, one of the most conservative members of the 
Ohio Legislature, is obviously very ang with U.S. Judge 
Frank J. Battisti who presided at the Cleveland school 
desegregation hearing. 

Van Meter dramatized his feeling toward his honor last 
week by introducing a resolution to memorialize 
Congress to institute impeachment proceedings against 
Battisti. The proposal was referred to the. Senate 
Judiciary Committee where it is very likely to die.

THE: HUMPHREY-

The now famous Humphrey-Hawkine Bill had its 


origin in the valiant effort of Congressmen Gus - 


Hawkins and his colleagues in the Black Caucus to 
frame legislation that would guarantee jobs for all. 

Such a tremendous change in our traditional ac- 
ceptance of unemployment-as a fact of life is likely to 
be accomplished by smaller steps. And one of those 
smatier steps is the President's acceptance of a com- 
promise Humphrey-Hawkins Bill. 

The proposed new Bill creates no new jobs, nor 
does it create structures that would deliver new jobs. 
Instead, it sets a national goal of four percent unem- 
ployment by 1983. 

The compromise has been criticized, but it would 
be self-defeating to take an all-or-nothing stance. The 
revised Humphrey-Hawkins Bill has great symbolic 
value. It commits the President and the Congress to: 
pursue policies that will shrink the numbers of unem- 
ployed. ; 2 ugh DEST RSENS 

That répresents a major new commitment. Instead 
of vague promises to bring down unemployment, the 
Bill provides a firm promise to do so. It represents a 
short-term promissory note to be redeemed in jobs. 

By setting a national goal, the Bill places Congress 
and the Administration under pressure to meet the 
goal, and it provides a much needed framework for 
further full employment legislation.

Humphrey-Hawkins Bill passed..And that has to be 
followed up with swift action to create the jobs to 
meet its modest goal. f , , 

That action should include greatly expanded public 
service employment and training programs. But it also 
has to be directed at increasing private sector job- 
Creation through incentives that expand capital spen- 
ding and production and aid businesses in hiring and 
training the jobless and_young pedple. 

The private sector has to be given a central place in 
job-creation efforts. Most jobs are — and will continue 
to be — in the private sector, and no full employment 
policy can or should ignore that fact. 

Some of the steps necessary to get full employment 
may be unpopular since too many citizens don't mind 
high joblessness so long as they are not among the 
unemployed. It’s always easier to tell someone elise 
or unemployment is inevitable when you've got a 
job. 

There's also the barrier of the questionable link be- 
tween full employment and inflation. Experience has 
shown that high unemployment doesn't necessarily 
mean low inflation, but the conventional wisdom is 
that it does. But how fair is it to tell someone he 
shouldn't have a job because full employment may be 
inflationary? 

It is Just incredible for a society such as ours to 
consciously waste the human resources and produc- 
tivity of so many millions of people just to satisfy the 
myths of old-fashioned economics. Even If some in- 
flation results from full employment it would be far 
more preferable than the stagnant economy we now 
have that suffers both high inflation and high unem- 
ployment. 

And no one should be satisfied with that four per- 
cent goal. it has to be seen as a short-term goal, a 
by station on the road to true full employment,

Blacks Integrity Tested 


There were two black 
adies on trial at the county 
sourthouse this early 
autumn season. One, who 
worked for the Bureau of 
Motor Vehicles, was 
charged with having 
altered’ records which 
resulted in a friend being 
able .to get a 
although the courts had 
decreed that the friend 
was not to drive a car for 
live years. 

The other lady allegedly 
borrowed a Central Library 
money pouch delivered at 


her desk with other 
pouches. 
The juries apparently 


could not understand the 
explanations given by the 
defendants and came up 
with a verdict — guilty. 
These two cases pose a 
black blemish on the black 
people's integrity in trust 
with public documents and 
funds, but they do not tell 
the whole story, for all over 
the countryside black 
clerks are at bank_telldr 
windows and are handling 
sales in department stores, 
etc. 

What is so markedly dif- 
ferent though, is that there 
has not been wholesale 
firing of all black helo for 
the infractions of one or 
two. Such was a common 
practice up to World War Il 
when the government 
began handing out higher 
employment to the black 
members of the citizenry. 

The black man or 
woman must understand 
that white man just can't 
be fooled and is not asleep 
when didoes are com- 
mitted. He is ever alert and 
probably double guards 
the actions of the black 
clerks or workers. 

He naturally does not 
trust,a black man because 
he has been fully indoctrin- 
ated with the white funda- 
mental beliefs in the black 
maf being naturally 
‘dishonest. There is no way 
to beat unadulterated trust 
in his head and that is that. 
! It is not enough to pass 
some kind of a Civil Ser- 
vice examination or to be 
trained for a job since that 
examination testimony and 
ithe training do not enter

terns one would rather not 
‘have.

It cannot be repeated 
too often to black people 
in trust — stay strictly clean 
in performance and keep 
the cottonpicking hands 
off the cash or records. In 
some cases the white em- 
ployer has to take a black 
clerk because of laws, but 
he is not required to retain 
dishonesty on the job. 

Let there be strict 
honesty so that a reputa- 
tion of black honesty will 
be conceived and the 
present generation of 
children and their children 
wilt get a chance for em- 
ployment above digging 
ditches and cleaning up 
white folks living rooms. 

The library clerk gave a 
detailed explanation_of her 
performance relative to the 
money pouch, but some- 
how, the jury believed that 
the missing money was on 
her person. There were 
Negroes on that, jury. 
Maybe the jury misread the 
testimony pro or con, but it 
all resulted in a black 
women being embarrassed 
under a marquee spelling 
“guilty.” 

At this late date there 
should be on occasion of 
admonishment about dis- 
honesty to black workers 
on jobs of trust, but one 
cannot sidestep the belief 
that we black people are 
not out of the woods yet 
and are still on trial in cler- 
ical positions, We just have 
to make good to assure the 
black man's future more 
brightness than now 
exists.

Welfare ‘Needs Reforming 


By Rep. Harold Ford 


Almost 
every - 
one - 
agrees 
the pre- 
sent 
welfare 
system 
is in 
need of 
reform. \ 
Benefits

existent. The Federal 
overnment ,spends over 

17 billion on three welfare 
assistance programs: Aid 
to Families with Dependent 
Children (AFDC), $6.4 
billion; Supplemental 
Security Income (SSI), $5.7 
billion; and Food Stamps 
$5.0 billion, 

These programs benefit 
30 million people, although 
40 million are eligible for 
assistance from one of the 
programs. The present 
welfare system must be 
reformed to eliminate the, 
disincentives to work, but 
even more importantly to 
maintain the integrity of 
the family. 

n September 12, 
President Carter's welfare 
reform proposal -was, in- 
troduced in Congress as 
H.R. 9030 and S. 2084. The 
Welfare Reform Subcom- 
mittee is holding hearings 
on the bill and we hope the 
expert witnesses will 
provide some answers to 
some very difficult 
questions concerning the 
proposal. However, 
because of the com- 
plexities of the issues in 
question, it is imperative 
that the general public 
provides input into the 
legislative process 

To deal with the 
bureaucratic tangle and 
make welfare more respon- 
sive to the needs of the 
poor, President Carter has 
proposed a consolidated 
program. This would 
eliminate the need for over 
40 different programs and 
the requirement for 
recipients to enroll in more 
than one. The proposed 
plan will merge AFDC, SSI, 
and Food Stamps into a 
single cash assistance 
program. 


A two-tiered benefit 
structure will be 
established; those in the 


upper tier will not be ex- 


pected to work and will be 
comprised of the blind, 
aged, single parent 
families (with children un- 
der 7, or between 7 and 13, 
if day care is not 
available), and two-parent 
families with young 
children provided one 
parent is incapacitated. 

Those in the lower tier 
will be expected to work 
and will be comprised of 
two-parent families with 
children, one-parent 
families with children older 
than 14, single persons, 
and childless families. 

The job program is ex- 
pected to end or lessen the 
chronic welfare cycle and 
place workers in the main- 
stream of the economy 
The proposal calls for over 
1.4 million jobs to be 
created and annual em- 
ployment for two million 
people. To encourage 
workers to seek jobs in the 
private sector, a total 
minimum income of 20 per- 
cent above the 1981 
poverty line will be guaran~ 
teed. 

If a job in the private 
market cannot be found, a 
federally subsidized job 
will be provided with a 
total minimum income of 
13 percent above the 
poverty line. As a general 
rule under this program, 4 
person who can and does 
work would always be bet- 
ter off than a person who 
chooses not to work. 

While | believe the 
President's program is a 
step in the right direction, | 
am still studying the 
proposal. | participated in 
a public hearing in West 
Memphis, Arkansas, 
November 17 to discuss 
the bill and its many 
problems which must be 
brought to the attention of 
the Welfare Reform Sub- 
committee during the 
Congressional hearings, 

A number of other public 
hearings have been slated 
throughout the country by 
the Subcommittee. 

As the Subcommittee 
comes to you — the public - 
-to conduct hearings the 
next two months, | strongly 
recommend that many 
Americans who are, direc- 
tly or indirectly affected to 
testify and point out ad- 
ditional problems and 


solutions that willeimprove 
the pending proposals.

The Housing and Community Development Plan 
of the City has two basic elements: City-wide 
programs that service all low income areas, and 
area projects (self-help and major public im- 
provements) which are concentrated in com- 
prehensive neighborhood revitalization areas. 


« Citizen Participation is twofold to best accomplish 


planning on these two levels. 


Three Citizens Forums are scheduled to provide 
citizen input and awareness of recommendations 
for Community Development area wide activities. 
Neighborhood organizations, news media and in- 
dividual citizens will be notified of these meetings 


provided for the Citizens Forums. 
A series of meetings will be scheduled in each 
neighborhood area. Mailing lists for each area will: 
tybe prepared and citizens notified through mailings. 
Also, community newspapers will be notified of the 
area meetings and it is hoped that they will cover 
the meetings to expand citizen input on the area 
level. These meetings will develop. area goals and 
objectives, develop community development 
strategies, identify specific projects and undertake 
the detailed planning of such projects. 


After all Citizens Forums and area meetings have 
been held, recommendations. generated from 
citizen input with the professional guidance of the 
Department of Development Planning and Com- 
munity Development staff will be published and 
reviewed at two public Council hearings. Any 
changes or alternations to be recommended plan 
will be the result of citizen and Council input at the 
hearings. After the hearings are held and ap- 
propriate changes are made, the plan will be sub- 
mitted to the Mid-Ohio Regional Planning Com- 
mission and the State Clearinghouse for A-95 
review and comment, and to the U.S. Department of 
Housing and Urban Development. The public 
hearings will be advertised through mailings and in 
the newspapers. ; :

For at least 25 years, it has been almost a sport to 
criticize milk. So well-founded are the nutritional! virtues 
of milk’that all it takes to make neo es 4 for aoronone 
t rociaim that milk is bad for you. It r 
somewhat of all the publicity given.a few years ago to 
the question, “is God Dead?” 

Valid questions concerning how Americans eat and 
the metabolic roles played by individual nutrients have 
been and will continue to be raised as the young science 
of nutrition unfolds. But it's one thing to cite research 
findings that may raise «questions we haven't asked 
before concerning nutrition. It is quite another to sen- 
sationalize remote possibilities merely to make 
headlines, or to sell books. 

Some maior facts about milk are these: It 1s without a 
doubt the most regulated and caretully produced .and 
processed food we buy. It is an ancient food that has 
proved its value to man over many centuries, and the 
milk that your family enjoys today is the cleanest, best. 
tasting milk ever. 

Milk and its products represent one of the four basic 
food groups recommended by nutritionists for sound 
fuod selection. MAK is our primary source of calcium. It 
Provides about 75% of the calciurn. in the American food 
suppiy, and about 50% of 'he riboflavin, Milk is a good 
Source of excellent protein and a vast.array of other 
minerals and vitamins. No other food offers such a 
variety of the nutrients we need 

Following the recommendation of the Food and 
Nutrition Board of the National Reserach Council as to 
the nutrients we need daily, nutritionists recommend for 
young chiidren three 8-ounce glasses of milk daily,.For 
teenagers, its four or more glasses: for 
nursing women. ea ’ 

And what about cholesterol? Well, according to data 
published in the Journal of the American Dietetic 
Association, milk and its products are not high in 
cholesterol as many. enthusiasts for the anti-cholesterol 
theory would have you believe. For example, do you con- 
sider shrimp to be tow in cholesterol and butter to be 
high? Actually there’s 10 1/2 mes as much cholesierol 
in a 3-ounce serving of shrimp as there is in a teaspoon 
pat of butter. And normal servings of fish, as an entree 
often exceed three ounces. Here's a list of values from 
the dietetic journal:
